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City Presents Case 

On Thursday, Sept. 21, attorney 
Joseph DePaul, appearing before 
the Court of Appeals in Annapolis, 
presented the city of Greenbelt’s 
case opposing the granting of C-2 
(commercial) zoning for the Gol¬ 
den Triangle. A decision will be 
forthcoming later. 

Approval of the C-2 zoning would 
permit construction of a regional 
shopping center on the 57-acre 
tract which is located on the north 
side of Greenbelt Road between the 
Capital Beltway and Kenilworth 
Ave. 

The city is appealing the Circuit 
Court’s decision of last Sept, up¬ 
holding the C-2 zoning by the 
county commissioners, sitting as 
the District Council. Joining in the 
appeal are Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
and First National Realty, develo¬ 
per of the Beltway Plaza. 

The appeal was based on two 
main arguments: (1) that there 

College Park Revises 
Its Annexation Plan 

The College Park city council 
adopted on Tuesday, September 26, 
an annexation resolution which 
met some of Greenbelt’s objections 
The proposal, which was adopted 
by a 7 to 1 vote, would increase 
College Park’s present size by 
about 314 square miles, rather than 
the 4.84 square miles contained 
in the original proposal. 

The land annexed would run 
contiguous to Greenbelt’s boundar¬ 
ies for a short distance on the 
western end of the city as far as 
Indian Creek. Thereafter the Col¬ 
lege Park city line would parallel 
Indian Creek to Edmonston road, 
then run eastward to the Balti¬ 
more-Washington Parkway. 

This new city Une would run a- 
bout a mile north of Greenbelt’s 
present northern boundaries. Thus, 
the annexation involves only a 
small part of the Research Center 
adjacent to the city’s boundaries. 

Greenbelt officials strongly op¬ 
posed the original annexation pro¬ 
posal in a public hearing on Au¬ 
gust 22. Mayor Smith told the Col¬ 
lege Park council that Greenbelt 
objected to any annexation of land 
east of the railroad tracks and 
north of Greenbelt’s city limits, 
because it felt that this land was 
more closely oriented toward 
Greenbelt than any other munici¬ 
pality. 

Greenbelt city officials withheld 
comment on the College Park ac¬ 
tion, pending further study of the 
detailed resolution.

had been no substantial change in 
the neighboring community since 
the owner’s petition for C-2 had 
been denied earlier by the District 
Council; and (2) that the District 
Council granted the change in zon¬ 
ing on the basis of information 
which was not part of the court 
record. 

Three possible courses of action 
are available to the Appeals Court 
when they render their decision 
sometimes within a month: (1) to 
approve the contested action of the 
District Council, (2) to disapprove 
that action and nullify the C-2 
zoning, or (3) to remand the peti¬ 
tion back to the District Council 
for rehearing. 

Answering the city's arguments 
was James Lombardi for the coun¬ 
ty. The owner of the Golden Tri¬ 
angle, Milton E. Selig, was repre¬ 
sented by the firm of Welsh and 
Lancaster.

An in¬ 
teresting part of the development 
of monkeys Mrs. Davis said, is that 
when they first start to feed 
themselves they eat directly out of 
a dish by nuzzling the food with 
their mouths, like a dog or a cat; 
later, monkeys learn to use their 
hands to pick up food and transfer 
it to their mouths. 

Pretty soon now. Little Bee will 
be able to feed herself and will 
no longer sleep in Greenbelt each 
night. Meanwhile, thanks to the 
tender loving care of Mrs. Davis, 
she is growing up healthy and 
strong, and having as much fun 
as a monkey in a barrel.

Ground was broken this week 
for the new two-story addition to 
the Center School, and a high 
fence enclosure for the potentially 
dangerous area will go up imme¬ 
diately.

At the southwest corner of the 
present building an enlargement 
toward Crescent Rd. will be made 
to the principal’s office and to the 
room above—the present faculty 
room — so that the latter can be 
used as a classroom.

Council Reorganizes; Smith 
Mayor Again, Gough Pro Tern

Re-elected Mayor Edgar L. Smith said at Monday night's or¬ 
ganizational meeting of the council that a dynamic and effective 
city government depends upon teamwork among the council, the 
administrative management and the electorate. Acknowledging 
that there were voters who were disappointed by the election out¬ 
come, he urged that “we follow the tradition of the city,” and 
“re-unite into one homogeneous unit for which we are so famous, 
and continue to move ahead, united in the best interest of the city.” 


Looking to the future, Smith no¬ 
ted that zoning and land develop¬ 
ment will continue to be a major 
problem for council. He said, “We 
pledge to continue our support of 
the Greenbelt Master Plan and to 
vigorously oppose any undesirable 
zoning and development in order 
to preserve the character of our 
city as a low density residential 
community.” 

Speaking on behalf of the en¬ 
tire council. Smith also set out 
other goals of the new council 
for the next two years: develop¬ 
ment of the Lake Park, continued 
acquisition of parkland, long-range 
financing for capital improvements, 
the expansion of municipal services 
to meet the needs of a growing 
community, and the early realiza¬ 
tion of the perimeter road.

The Public Works Dept, has re¬ 
cently graded and prepared for 
the seeding of grass the filled area 
behind the dam at the Lake Park. 
They also repaired soft spots in 
the new portion of the lake path 
below Lakeside Dr. Before the 
path can be completed, a storm 
drain line must be installed. As 
yet, the pipe has not been deliver¬ 
ed. The city crew has also painted 
crosswalk markers, parking stalls, 
and stop lines at intersections 
throughout the city. 

The Public Works Dept, has been 
treating with liquid asphalt and 
stone the surface of the pathway 
along Crescent between Lastner 
Lane and Northway. As the crush¬ 
ed stone works in, this path will 
take on a blacktop surface. The 
crew also trimmed shrubs and 
cleaned up the general area near 
the connection between Greenhill 
and Hillside Rds., and placed foot¬ 
ball goal posts at the athletic field. 
If the clear weather holds, the de¬ 
partment plans to lime, fertilize, 
and seed the filled area below the 
dam at the lake. 

Recently a private contractor 
graded all gravel shoulders 
throughout the city. This is an 
annual project.

Brewster Concerned 
Over Greenbelt Park 

In a letter to Secretary of the 
Interior Stewart L. Udall, Mary¬ 
land Senator Daniel B. Brewster 
urged the Secretary, on September 
21, to reconsider development plans 
for Greenbelt Park. Brewster’s 
letter followed upon his earlier 
news release which described plans 
for the park land as a limited 
'Coney Island’ type development. 

Brewster asked Udall to take 
steps “to assure that this oasis of 
natural beauty and pleasure for 
so many citizens will not be un¬ 
duly desecrated in the name of 
progress” and suggested that the 
park “be preserved close to its 
natural state.” 

“With the tremendous expansion 
of the suburbs, it becomes vitally 
important that we take every pos¬ 
sible step to save the relatively 
little green space that is left for 
the full enjoyment of the citizen¬ 
ry,” Brewster said. Praising the 
local park development carried out 
by the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
Brewster added “It would be a 
shame if the Federal government, 
which largely through your leader¬ 
ship has encouraged the. protection 
of park areas, took action in the 
case of Greenbelt Park that would 
be detrimental to the very cause it 
supports.”

Harassment 

The people of Greenbelt should 
know the full story of the events 
associated with the Labor Day 
Peace Festival and the role of the 
City of Greenbelt. Some of this 
is well known to a few but the la¬ 
test activities involving the city 
are particualrly disturbing. 

The Committee for Peace in Viet 
Nam, under pressure from the lo¬ 
cal nost of the American Legion, 
was barred from last year’s Labor 
Day Festival. A Peace Rally was 
held on the Center School grounds 
without any incidents. 

Early this year the CPVN was 
informed that there would be no ob¬ 
jection to their participation. How¬ 
ever, two weeks before the Labor 
Day weekend the American Legion 
abruptly walked out of the Festi¬ 
val because the CPVN had not 
been rejected. Under pressure from 
many of the remaining partici¬ 
pants, and in hopes of preventing 
severe restrictions against all par¬ 
ticipants, the CPVN withdrew. A 
Peace Festival was again held on 
the Center School grounds and con¬ 
sisted of anti-war literature, news¬ 
paper clippings, a presidential po¬ 
pularity poll and buttons on a 
variety of subjects. 

On Saturday afternoon Mr. Skip 
Bingham, Greenbelt Police Dis¬ 
patcher, took about ten photo¬ 
graphs of Peace Committee mem¬ 
bers and the displays. He returned 
Sunday to take more pictures. 

On Monday two uniformed po¬ 
licemen took numerous pictures of 
Peace Committee members and of 
the bulletin boards. How many 
visitors at the Peace Festival were 
included in the photographs we do 
not know. The police also collec¬ 
ted samples of literature. 

When uniformed police take pic¬ 
tures of a group that is trying to 
communicate with the public this 
intimidates the public from ap¬ 
proaching the group and therefore 
is a denial of the right of free 
speech and assembly. 

During the weekend a leaflet an¬ 
nouncing the Peace Festival 
was distributed in the Labor Day 
Festival area by members of the 
Peace Committee. No permit is 
required for distributing leaflets 
in a public place. 

About 9:30 p.m. Sunday night, 
Dr. Allen Lenchek of the CPVN 
was arrested by Greenbelt police 
and charged with "soliciting with¬ 
out a license” on grounds that the 
leaflet contained the phrase, "Buy 
buttons expressing your inner (or 
way out) feelings”. The charge 
was clearly false as was demon¬ 
strated by the fact that at the 
trial on Tuesday, September 12, 
the prosecuting State's Attorney 
entered a "not guilty” plea and 
Dr. Lenchek was acquitted. 

After the parade on Monday, 
Bob Auerbach, Peace Festival 
chairman, was informed that the 
displays were on city property and 
was asked to come to the Munici¬ 
pal Building. In a room with five 
city councilmen, Police Chief Lane, 
Police Lt. Zoellner, two other po¬ 
licemen, and the Director of Pub¬ 
lic Works present he was again 
so informed. Relieved that this 
impressive gathering hadn't called 
him up on a capital crime, Bob rea¬ 
dily admitted that it was an inad¬ 
vertent mistake and would be 
promptly corrected - a matter of 
moving two tables and three easels 
a few feet onto county property. 

A number of questions immedi¬ 
ately present themselves: 

Why were these photographs ta¬ 
ken? Who authorized or ordered 
them? What has been done with 
them ? 

Why was Dr. Lenchek arrested 
on a trumped-up charge - later 
admitted to be without founda¬ 


tion? 

Why the massed, official confron¬ 
tation over an inadvertent and 
slight misplacement of the Peace 
Festival ? 

Was all this a deliberate effort 
by the city to harass the peaceful 
Peace demonstration? Is this "of¬ 
ficial’ policy? 

These questions raise many dis¬ 
turbing thoughts. We believe that 
all citizens of Greenbelt, whatever 
their political beliefs, are entitled 
to a full and complete explanation 
of the events described and that 
these questions should be answer¬ 
ed. We await an "official” and 
public response.

Editor’s Note: The News Review 
checked with city officials concern¬ 
ing the incidents reported in the 
above letter and the alleged "har¬ 
assment” of the Committee for 
Peace in Viet Nam. According to 
city manager James K. Ciese, the 
events as cited in the letter are 
substantially correct. He empha¬ 
sized, however, that there is “no 
policy direction on the part of 
city council or the offices of the 
city manager or of the chief of po¬ 
lice to harass any group.” 

He gave the following explana¬ 
tion of the events described: (1) 
For "departmental information” 
the police dispatcher took some 
photographs of the CPVN display 
table. Those standing around the 
table were reported as not expres¬ 
sing objections to being photo¬ 
graphed. No other pictures were 
authorized by the Police Dept. (2) 
One of the uniformed officers tak¬ 
ing pictures on Monday was not on 
duty, though still in uniform. He 
was taking pictures of the entire 
festival for his personal pleasure. 
At one time he remembers stand¬ 
ing with his back to the swimming 
pool in order to take a picture of 
some horses. The CPVN booth 
may also have been included. No¬ 
thing is known by the city of the 
other police officer referred to. (3) 
The arrest of Dr. Lenchek was 
made by an individual police offi¬ 
cer on the basis of "his own best 
judgment” and his interpretation 
of the law. The police chief re¬ 
viewed the facts concerning the ar¬ 
rest and instructed the officer to 
present information about the sit¬ 
uation to the State’s Attorney. The 
city, as well as the State’s Attor¬ 
ney, felt that there was insufficient 
evidence. On this basis, the State’s 
Attorney determined not to prose¬ 
cute the case and it did not go to 
trial.

Notice of Charter Amendment 

Amendment to the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland was 
adopted on September 11, 1967 by the City Council of Greenbelt. The 
title of the resolution, which is a fair summary of the amendment is 
as follows: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 131 
Resolution of the City of Greenbelt adopted Pursuant to the Authority 
of Article 11E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 13 of 
Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland (1957 Edition as amen¬ 
ded) Title “Corporation-Municipal”, sub-title, “Home Rule”, to Amend 
the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, said Charter being Section 40 of 
Article 17 of the Code of Public Local Laws of Maryland (1963 Edi¬ 
tion) and Containing in Whole or in Part the Charter of the City of 
Greenbelt by Repealing and Re-enacting with Amendments Subsection 
1 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide that the City 
Council May Appropriate Municipal Funds for Any Public Purpose 
Within the Powers Outlined in the City Charter, That the City Coun¬ 
cil have General Management and Control of the Finances of the City, 
and That Any Charges Made Against Real Property Shall Be Liens 
Upon that Property; and by Repealing and Reenacting with Amend¬ 
ments Subsection 2 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Clarify 
and Improve the Language of such Subsection; and by Repealing and 
Reenacting with Amendments Subsection 3 of Section 40-3 title “Gen¬ 
eral Powers”, to clarify and Improve the Language of Such Subsec¬ 
tion; and by Repealing and Reenacting with Amendments Subsection 
5 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide for the Enforce¬ 
ment of Police, Health, Sanitary, Fire, Traffic, Parking and Similar 
Regulations, to Prohibit Vice, Gambling, Prostitution, Vagrancy, Dis¬ 
orderly Conduct, Obscenity, Public Drunkenness, Youths on the Streets 
at Unreasonable Hours, to Regulate the Storage of Explosive or Com¬ 
bustible Matter, to Regulate the Use of Firearms and similar Danger¬ 
ous Things, to Establish a Police Force, a Police Station House and a 
Lock-up, to Appoint a Public Health Officer, to Prevent the Introduc¬ 
tion of Contagious Diseases, to Prevent Nuisances, to Regulate Of¬ 
fensive, Obnoxious or Injurious Commodities, to Inspect and Regulate 
the Sale of Food Products, to Prevent the Deposit of Unwholesome 
Substances or Garbage on Private or Public Property, to Regulate 
the Interment of Bodies and to Regulate Cemeteries, to Suppress 
Fires and to Establish and Maintain a Fire Department or to Con¬ 
tribute Funds to Volunteer Fire Companies Serving the City, to 
Inspect Buildings for the Purpose of Reducing Fire Hazards, to 
Prevent the Obstruction of Aisles and Exits in Public Halls, Churches 
and Places of Amusement, to Regulate or Obtain Parking Lots, to 
Install Parking Meters, to Regulate Public Hackmen, to Regulate 
Vehicles Not subject to the Licensing Powers of the State, to Regu¬ 
late the Numbering of Houses, to Regulate the Use of Sidewalks, to 
Regulate unreasonable soliciting, to Regulate the Erection of Bill¬ 
boards, to Regulate the Construction of Buildings, to Formulate a 
Building Code and a Plumbing Code, and to Authorize the Inspection 
of Buildings and Elevators; and by Repealing and Reenacting with 
Amendments Subsection 6 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to 
Provide for the Removal of all Nuisances and Obstructions from 
Public Ways and from Lots Adjoining Thereto, and to Compel Owners 
to Remove all Nuisances from Such Lots or in Default Thereof to 
Authorize the Work to be Done by the City at the Owner’s Expense, 
Such Expense to Constitute a Lien Upon the Property Collectible as 
Tax Moneys; and by Repealing and Reenacting with Amendments 
Subsection 7 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide for the 
Establishment of Public Parks, Gardens, Playgrounds, and Other 
Recreation Facilities and Programs; and by Repealing and Reenact¬ 
ing with Amendments Subsection 8 of Section 40-3 title “General 
Powers”, to Provide for the Licensing of Transient or Permanent 
Businesses in the City, to Regulate the Sale of all Kinds of Property 
at Auction, to License Hawkers, and to Establish and Collect Fees 
for All Licenses Issued; and by Repealing and Reenacting with 
Amendments Subsection 11 of Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, 
to Provide for the Erection of Structures for the Public Benefit, to 
Provide for the Taking by Gift or Otherwise of any Property for 
Parks, Gardens, or Structures and for the Proper Administration of 
the Same, to Permit the City to Convey the Same When no Longer 
Needed for Public Purposes, to Provide that Condemnation Proceed¬ 
ings shall Be In Accordance with Article 33A of the Annotated Code 
of the Public General Laws of Maryland; and by Repealing and 
Reenacting with Amendments Subsection 13 of Section 40-3 title 
“General Powers”, to Provide that the City Shall Have All Those 
Powers Enumerated in Article 23B, the Municipal Corporation Charter 
Act of the Annotated Code of Maryland; and by Adding Subsection 14 
to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide for the Regulation 
and Licensing of Dogs, Cats, and Other Animals, to Authorize The 
Impounding of the Same, and to Provide for Their Disposition; and by 
Adding Subsection 15 to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide 
for the Creation, Change and Abolishment of Offices, Departments 
and Agencies, Other Than Those Established by the City Charter, to 
Assign Additional Functions and Duties, but Not Including the Power 
to Discontinue or Assign to Any Other Office, Department, or Agency 
any Function Assigned by the City Charter to a Particular Office, De¬ 
partment or Agency; and by Adding Subsection 16 to Section 40-3 
title “General Powers”, to Provide for the Making of Agreements 
With Other Municipalities, Counties, Districts, Bureaus, Commissions, 
States and Federal Authorities for the Joint Performance of or Co¬ 
operation in the Performance of any Governmental Function; and by 
Adding Subsection 17 to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide 
for Advertising for the Purposes of the City, to Provide for Printing 
and Publishing Statements as to City Finances, and to Provide fbr the 
Publication and Codification of all Laws, Ordinances, Resolutions or 
Regulations Adopted by or Affecting the City; and by Adding Sub¬ 
section 18 to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide for the 
Requirement That Persons About to Undertake Dangerous Improve¬ 
ments Shall Execute Bonds with Sufficient Securities; and by Adding 
Subsection 19 to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to Provide that 
the City May Accept Gifts and Grants of Federal and State Funds; 
and by Adding Subsection 20 to Section 40-3 title “General Powers”, to 
Provide for the Employment of Voting Machines in City Elections.
